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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 12 February 2007. These drawings are accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kusz US 5,803,287. 
Kusz '287 teaches a container with an external finish (28), a thread (30), an unlabeled internally 

tapered surface, and at least one external radial projection (34). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1,3-9 and 11-12 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 12 February 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues Kusz '287 does not teach an internally tapered surface extending to the 
neck finish end. 

Examiner notes instant figure 1 which shows tapered surface does not extend to the neck finish 
either. To the best degree the Examiner understands the claimed invention, the tapered surface (62) only 
extends partway down the top edge of the neck. The remaining portion of the neck (28) is described in 
the specification as "generally cylindrical" on page 4 of the Specification. Therefore, the Examiner asserts 
the tapered surface of Kusz '287 extends as far to the neck finish end as that of the instant invention.
